BRUSSELS, Belgium — Defense Secretary 
Dick Cheney said Wednesday that thousands of 
American soldiers will remain in Europe and 
become part of NATO’s new multinational units 
designed for the post-Cold War era. 

“We intend to maintain a significant force 
presence in Europe as well as substantial capa- 
bility to reinforce Europe,” Cheney said at the 
end of a two-day meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

Cheney joined his colleagues in formally un- 
veiling plans for slimmer and more mobile units 
under a new military strategy being drawn up 
to reflect reduced East-West tensions. 

“This has been an important milestone in the 
transformation of the alliance,” Cheney told 
reporters. 

NATO’s sweeping reorganization will place 
thousands of American soldiers in Europe in 
corps under German, British and possibly Bel- 
gian command, Cheney said. 


Under the plan, one of the two U.S. combat 
divisions remaining in Kurope will be placed ina 
German-led corps, the first time American 
forces at that strength will be under another 
nation’s leadership, U.S. officials said. 

NATO Secretary-General Manfred Woerner 
said the decisions marked “the most radical 
change in our alliance since the foundation of 
NATO?” in 1949. 

The new-look forces will fit into NATO’s re- 
vised military concept, which will rely on fewer 
nuclear weapons and fewer troops in Germany, 
the front-line country during the Cold War. It 
was expected to be adopted at a summit of the 
16 NATO leaders, probably in November. 

“The new era has well and truly begun for 
Europe and for the alliance,” the defense minis- 
ters said in a final statement. 

They said their new force structure for the 
mid-1990s would have three components: main 
defense forces, reaction forces ready to quickly 
defuse crises anywhere in Europe and rein- 
forcements, all drawn from the different na- 


tions. 

“(The Soviets) still possess thousands of nu- 
clear weapons targeted on the United States and 
our European allies,” Cheney said. 

The ministers said political, economic and eth- 
nic pressures in East European countries “could 
lead to crises jeopardizing overall stability in 
Europe.” 

“We have to deal witha very unstable situation 
around us,” Woerner said. “That means we have 
to structure our forces ... ina manner that allows 
us to handle all possible contingencies.” 

He said the new rapid reaction force was de- 
signed for use on NATO territory but could be 
sent outside if all members agreed. “It is not very 
likely to happen but you cannot exclude that,” he 
said. 

Germany’s Constitution forbids the sending of 
troops outside NATO territory. But Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl wants to amend the constitution to 
allow German participation in U.N. military mis- 
sions on non-NATO turf. 

The United States alone intends to cut by at 


least half its current force of about 305,000 
soldiers in Europe. It will retain a corps with 
two divisions plus support units. A division 
usually numbers 15,000 to 18,000 soldiers. 

In the revamped NATO , Britian will com- 
mand the new rapid reaction corps, to be sent 
to trouble spots in Europe. Two of its four 
divisions will be British. A third will be made 
up of soldiers from Britain, Germany, the 
Netherlands and Belgium. The fourth will 
come come from troops in the Mediterranean 
nations. 

Cheney said the United States wants to 
provide the reaction force with air and sealift 
capablility, as well as air support and possibly 
ground units. British officials said earlier the 
United States might offer a fifth division. 

The main defense forces, built to protect 
allied territory in a conflict, will account for 
most of the future troops. 

Officials said they might eventually number 
seven corps, which could range from two to 
five divisions. 


Bush wants freeze 
on Mideast arms

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 
(AP) —President Bush on Wednes- 
day unveiled an ambitious plan to 
curb “unnecessary and destabilizing 
weapons” in the Middle East, includ- 
ing a freeze on nuclear-weapons pro- 
grams and an eventual ban on all mis- 
siles throughout the region. 

The president also invited the 
world’s largest arms suppliers be- 
sides the United States—the Soviet 
Union, China, Britain and France— 
to meet quickly with U.S. officials to 
work out a new code for arms sales 
and transfers throughout the region. 

“Nowhere are the dangers of 
weapons proliferation more urgent 
than in the Middle East,” Bush said as 
he laid out the plan in a commence- 
ment address at the U.S. Air Force 
Academy. 

His proposed new restraints on nu- 
clear weapons and materials would 
mainly affect Israel, believed to be 
the only Middle East nation with a 
developed nuclear-weapons capabil- 
ity. 

Israeli officials expressed some re- 
sistance to the plan even before it was 
announced. 

A top aide to Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamer said Wednesday that 
Israel welcomed U.S. efforts to limit 
the spread of arms in the region, but 
said an international conference

Bush spent nearly an hour and a 
half shaking hands with the 980 Air 
Force Academy graduates as they re- 
ceived their diplomas, then the presi- 
dent watched as they hurled their 
white uniform hats into the air and six 
fighter jets roared overhead in close 
formation.

“Halting the proliferation of con- 
ventional and unconventional 
weapons in the Middle East will re- 
quire the cooperation of many states, 
in the region and around the world,” 
Bush said. 

‘It won't be easy,” he said. 

The initiative will not affect 
planned U.S. arms sales to allies in 
the Middle East or to other areas

Sen. Garn to retire, 
spend time at home

SALT LAKE CITY — Republican 
Sen. Jake Garn, who orbited the 
earth aboard a space shuttle and be- 
came one of NASA’s staunchest 
champions, said Wednesday he will 
retire next year to spend more time 
with his family. 

Flanked by his wife, Kathleen, six 
of seven children and eight of 10 
grandchildren, a tearful Garn said he 
would not seek a fourth term in 1992. 

“The number one reason I’m not 
running you see on either side of me,” 
he said at the State Capitol. “While 
Senator Jake Garn would like to run 
again ... Jake Garn, husband and fa- 
ther, won the battle.” 

Garn, 58, has adhered to a conser- 
vative agenda during 16 years in the 
Senate, opposing big government and 
supporting strong defense. 

As chairman of the Senate Banking 
Committee for six years during the 
Reagan administration, he was a fer- 
vent proponent of deregulating the 
banking and savings and loan indus- 
tries. 

While family considerations played 


the major role in his decision, Garn 
said he also supports the idea of term 
limitation for congressmen and 
cosponsored legislation that would 
have mandated fixed terms of office. 

He said he would not run for the 
Utah governorship in 1992 and Sen- 
ate ethics rules forbid his discussing 
future employment until September 
1992. 

One of the state’s most popular 
politicians, Garn said he would miss 
working with Utah’s junior senator, 
Republican Orrin Hatch, who he de- 
scribed as “the brother I adopted 16 
years ago.” Hatch, who attended, 
said, “I’m very lonesome, too. I feel 
like erying myself.” 

In Washington, Rep. Wayne 
Owens, D-Utah, who was defeated by 
Garn in the 1974 Senate race, said, 
“The truth is, Utah has probably 
never had a more effective senator.” 
Owens has worked closely with Garn 
on the $2.2 billion Central Utah Pro- 
ject. 

Among those who sought to dis- 
suade him from resigning was Senate 
Republican Leader Bob Dole of Kan- 
sas.

Glazier said enforcement of the ordinance had 
been delayed so the Energy Department could 
study its effect on conservation. 

“The city’s policy is to enforce conservation,” he 
said. “We talked it over with the mayor and decided 
the ordinance was the best thing to do.” 

Glazier said an energy conservation committee is 
being formed to establish guidelines for apartment 
owners complying with the ordinance. The commit- 
tee will also handle problems and complaints and 
should be in place by the end of June, he said. 

“We're doing it on a case-by-case basis because 
each apartment is built differently,” Glazier said. 

Glazier said if a landlord can show an active effort 
to cut consumption by educating tenants, installing 
storm windows, or some other means, the complex 
will be allowed to stay on the-general service rate. 

Another option, Glazier said, is for landlords to 
switch to a sub-metering system in which utility 
usage is measured separately for each apartment. 
Tenants then pay their own utilities to the complex, 


not to the city. The complex would still have a 
master meter to measure total complex use, and 
the general service rate would still be charged. 

, Whatever a complex decides to do, students who 
used to pay utilities as an invisible part of their rent 
may soon find the two payments separate. If the 
city is right, this will encourage conservation. 

“If you’re responsible for the bill, you'll con- 
serve,” Glazier said. 

Two complexes that have already installed sub- 
metering systems are the Riviera and the Glen- 
wood. Rod Ralphs, manager of the Riviera, said 
rents at the two complexes will still go up about $5 
this fall, but only to keep up with the market. 

“The benefit is that rates did not have to go up to 
pursue utilities,” Ralphs said. 

The average utility bill at the Riviera is $15 per 
person per month, Ralphs said. If costs were not 
passed to tenants, rent would have increased $20 
per month. 

Don Elmer, BYU utilities analyst, said the ordi- 
nance would not affect on-campus housing.

Cigarette smoke snuffs out non-smokers 


NEW YORK — A draft report sponsored by the Environmental Protection 
Agency and other federal agencies concludes that second-hand cigarette 
smoke kills 53,000 non-smokers a year, including 37,000 from heart disease. 

The EPA emphasized that the estimates do not represent official EPA 
determinations. Rather, the estimates are the views of scientific authorities 
the agencies commissioned to write the report, the EPA said. 

A final draft of the report was completed in April, according to letters the 
EPA sent to the report’s authors, but it has not been released. 

Public release of the document has been delayed indefinitely, said Robert 
Axelrad, director of the EPA’s indoor air division. “It has not been approved 
by the EPA. It may never be approved by EPA,” he said. 

The report was intended to be an informational document for use by profes- 
sionals in the field of indoor air pollution and passive smoking, Axelrad said. 

The report has been the focus of intense lobbying by the tobacco industry, 
which has been particularly upset by the chapter dealing with second-hand 
smoke and heart disease. Although the report was not released to the public, 
an earlier draft was distributed to the tobacco industry for their comments. 

Donald Shopland, coordinator of the smoking and tobacco control program 
at the National Cancer Institute and a contributor to the report, said if 
Axelrad refused to release the report he would propose that the cancer 
institute release it. 


All bodies recovered in jetlinercrash 


BANGKOK, Thailand — Rescue workers recovered the bodies of all 223 
people aboard an Austrian jetliner that blew up over Thailand, but concern 
spread Wednesday that unbridled looting of the crash site would thwart 
investigations into the cause of the disaster. 

International aviation experts say a bomb on board the plane appeared to be 
the most likely cause of the crash, although other theories are being offered. 

Every piece of the puzzle is needed to determine why the Lauda Air Boeing 
767 went down, they say, and many of the pieces have already been removed 
by swarms of local villagers looking for booty. 

Niki Lauda, the airline’s owner, said locals had pilfered the wreckage of 
“everything that wasn’t nailed down.” 

He said a thorough investigation, which may take months, could begin only 
once order was established. 

“T was shaken by the conditions there,” he told a Vienna news conference on 
Wednesday, a day after visiting the site. 


Scientists discover gene for retardation 


BOSTON — Scientists said Wednesday they have discovered the gene that 
causes fragile X syndrome, the most common inherited form of mental retar- 
dation. 

The discovery should help doctors diagnose the disorder more easily. It also 
will allow researchers to delve into the basic defect that underlies it and 
perhaps eventually design a treatment. 

“Understanding the disease is now possible,” said Dr. Stephen Warren of 
Emory University. “Prior to having the gene, it was still a black box.” 

Warren coordinated an international team of researchers that tracked down 
the errant gene, pinpointing its exact location on the X chromosome in the 
genetic library of every cell. 

The research goes beyond a study published last week by some of the same 
researchers, who announced finding a gene probe, a kind of genetic homing 
device that reveals whether people carry the gene that causes the syndrome. 

Dr. Charles Laird of the University of Washington called the latest work an 
important step in understanding the disease. 


L.A. police beating victim arrested again 


LOS ANGELES — The black man whose beating by police officers sparked 
national outrage was arrested after he picked up a male prostitute, then tried 
to run down undercover officers with his truck, authorities said Wednesday. 

Rodney King, 26, was arrested for investigation of assault with a deadly 
weapon on an officer late Tuesday. He was released after seven hours, said 
police spokesman Bill Frio. 

A man dressed as a woman who was in King’s Chevrolet Blazer was not 
arrested, Frio said. 

King was not booked on any charge, and the case was referred to the district 
attorney’s office to determine whether there was enough evidence for charges 
to be filed. 

District attorney’s spokeswoman Sandi Gibbons said prosecutors did not 
immediately receive paperwork to evaluate the case. be ¢

Pro-choice backers protest Olympic bid 


SALT LAKE CITY — A coalition of pro-abortion rights advocates on 
Wednesday ran a full-page advertisement urging Olympic officials to refrain 
from awarding Utah the 1998 Winter Games. 

The ad comes just two weeks before the International Olympic Committee is 
to meet June 15 in Birmingham, England, to decide which of several candi- 
dates — including Utah — will host the games. 

The ad states that it is paid for by private contributors, but lists as sponsors 
the American Civil Liberties Union, National Organization of Women, Na- 
tional Women’s Political Caucus,’ and Planned Parenthood. 

The ad also lists actors Edward Asner, Kathleen Turner, Sharon Gless and 
others as supporters. 

The ad states that the Olympics, an international symbol of unity, shouldn’t 
be awarded “to a place that has broken with the rest of America, stripped 
women of their reproductive rights, and directly imperiled women’s health 
and safety.”

Natural gas burning in BYU trucks

Three BYU pickup trucks are now 
burning natural gas and getting rave 
reviews from many only a few weeks 
after delivery. 

The trucks are part of an experi- 
ment that could lead to the conver- 
sion of even more BY U vehicles to the 
cleaner-burning fuel. 

“It’s a little early in the program 
now, but we are really pleased with 
the way things are going,” said Dean 
Fairbank, BYU assistant vice presi- 
dent over Student Auxiliary Services 
and chair of the Campus Vehicle Com- 
mittee. 

Fairbank said Mountain Fuel has 
loaned BYU the three natural gas 
“setups” to use on the trucks for a 
six-month experimental period. 

After six months, BYU can pur- 
chase the equipment or return it. 

“Personally, I think it would be 
silly to take them back off again,” said 
Allen Albach, manager of Trans- 
portation Services. 

Albach said the trucks “run beauti- 
fully” on natural gas and cost less to 
fuel than their gasoline-powered 
counterparts. 

“They get the exact same mileage 
as they do on gasoline and natural gas 
is much cheaper,” Albach said. He 


said natural gas costs about 63 cents 
per gallon. 

Albach said the BY U mechanics in- 
volved in the project were skeptical at 
first but are now “quite tickled” with 
the setups. 

Fairbank said if all goes well with 
the experiment, BYU plans to con- 
vert more vehicles. 

“We plan to rebuild our service sta- 
tion next fall. So we’re going to plumb 
it with natural gas in anticipation of 
converting more vehicles,” Albach 
said. 

Albach said’ future conversions, if 
any, would be made on vehicles that 
are used enough to regain the initial 
investment of the conversion. 

“These three trucks that we’ve con- 
verted rack up about 25,000 miles a 
year. At that rate, it wouldn’t take 
long to pay off the new equipment,” 
he said. 

Albach said the trucks can run on 
natural gas or switch to gasoline with 
the flip of a switch. This will keep 
drivers from getting stranded where 
they cannot get natural gas. 

Although natural gas vehicles are 
economical for business, they may not 
be practical for personal use, Albach 
said. 

“One drawback is the tank size. 
They really take up a lot of space,” 
Albach said. He also said the tanks, 


Man charged with arson 
after becoming firefighter

A man accused of lighting 26 fires 
since April 26 will have his prelimi- 
nary hearing Thursday at 3:30 p.m. in 
Provo Fourth Circuit Court. Just 
three hours before his arrest he had 
passed an exam to become a member 
of the firefighting Utah County 
Strike Team. 

Clark Reynolds, 26, 10089 N. Oak 
Road, Cedar Hills, was charged May 
23 with three counts of arson and two 
other related felonies. 

Reynolds was charged with one 
count of third-degree arson that oc- 
curred April 22, two counts of second- 


degree arson that occurred April 23 
and May 8; possession of an infernal 
machine — a third-degree felony — 
and placement and possession of an 
infernal machine — a second-degree 
felony. 

“There is still lots of investigation 
going on. Many other charges are 
pending including federal felonies for 
the forest services,” said Fire Mar- 
shal Tom Wroe. 

If convicted of a second degree 
felony, Reynolds could face one to 15 
years in prison. A third-degree felony 
constitutes a prison sentence of up to 
five years. Judge Patrick McGuire in- 
creased Reynolds’ bail from $50,000 
to $100,000 cash or bond.

Proposed changes in the regulation 
of wetlands by the Environmental 
Protection Agency may redefine a 
wetland in a political sense, but in a 
biological sense a wetland is still a 
wetland, said a state biologist. 

Bob Freeman, a fish and wildlife 
biologist for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said the changes by 
the EPA in defining wetlands should 
be done by biologists instead of from a 
political perspective. 

According to an Associated Press 
article, one of the changes would re- 
quire a wetland to be saturated to the 
surface for at least 14 consecutive 
days of the growing season. 

The existing wetland definition re- 
quires water to come within 18 inches 


of the surface for at least seven days 
of the growing season. The proposed 
changes would affect regulation and 
enforcement of wetland developing 
permits and could open new areas for 
unregulated development. 

The changes could cost these valu- 
able wetlands their protection, Free- 
mansaid. “There is ashift going from 
professional biological opinion to a 
definition that benefits developers.” 

Clark Johnson, assistant field su- 
pervisor for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said it is hard to tel 
how many areas would be affected by 
the changes, however these changes 
could affect a large number of sea- 
sonal wetlands. Mapping wetlands is 
difficult, so each wetland would be 
regulated on a case by case basis. 

Wetlands perform vital functions in 
the ecosystem, said Robert Mairley, 


EPA life scientist. Many wetlands 
may be wet on the surface for only one 
week, but during that week, migra- 
tory waterfowl and plants may need 
the water. 

Wetlands also provide natural flood 
protection, Freeman said. The Mis- 
sissippi river has had flood problems 
because of drained wetlands. “The 
economic loss has been tremendous.” 

The EPA proposed the changes be- 
cause areas like Alaska have different 
types of wetlands, Mairley said. Some 
of Alaska’s wetlands are tundra ar- 


eas. Instead of being wet, the land is 
frozen for much of the year. 

According to Section 404 of the 
Clean Water Act of 1974, over half of 
the wetlands of the lower 48 states 
have been lost in the last 200 years. In 
the last 20 years, 10 percent of still 
existing wetlands have been lost. 

The proposals have not been 
passed, but: when the final proposal 
gets signed it may not resemble the 
original proposal, said Brooks Carter, 
chief of the Utah regulatory office of 
the Corps of Engineers.

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Utah taxes rise and fall under new laws

The Utah Legislature has made several decisions 
and revisions that will change the amount of taxes 
Utah residents will pay next year. 

According to a report by the Utah Foundation, a 
private tax research organization, the most signifi- 
cant tax measure enacted by the 1991 Legislature 
was a bill designed to resolve the property tax crisis 
created by the Utah State Supreme Court decision 
in the AMAX case last July. In that case, the court 
ruled Utah cannot arbitrarily discriminate against 
one class of property simply because it is assessed 
by the state instead of the county. 

Allan J. Witt, information director of the Utah 
Foundation, said that as a result of this decision, 
virtually all state-assessed property owners 
protested their property tax assessments. Witt 


said if the compromise legislation had not been 
approved, Utah’s property tax system would have 
been in a state of chaos for years to come. 

Foundation analysts point out that while there 
will be some property tax shifts under the compro- 
mise, the changes will be considerably less drastic 
than would have been the case under the AMAX 
decision. 

The report indicates it is expected the tax shifts 
under the compromise will produce the following 
average statewide results: 

1. Property taxes on state-assessed property will 
be reduced by about 6.8 percent this year. 

2. Property taxes paid by homeowners on pri- 
mary residential property will rise slightly. 

3. Property taxes on other locally-assessed busi- 
nesses will increase by 3.2 percent. 

In addition to these changes, a uniform fee of 1.7 
percent of market value will be applied to motor

Only Alaska has fewer cases

Utah has the second lowest cancer 
rate in the nation, according to a re- 
cent survey by a cancer official. 

Utah has a .23 percent number of 
cancer cases, while Alaska has the 
lowest rate with .22 percent, said Du- 
ane L. Mecham, area director for the 
American Cancer Society, who con- 
ducted the study. Florida has the 
highest rate in the nation with .56 
percent, he said. 

Mecham said 80 percent of all can- 
cers are related to lifestyle and envi- 
ronment. Utah has cleaner air than

said. 

The healthy lifestyle promoted by 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints is a factor, said Mecham. 
“But there are a number of other com- 
munities such as the Seventh-day Ad- 
ventist Church that also have health 
codes,” Mecham said. “These must be 
major contributions to the lower rate 
of cancer per capita in the state of 
Utah,” he said.

beginning in 1992. This uniform fee will be in lieu of 
a property tax, but it will not apply to aircrafts, 
antique vehicles and interstate motor carriers. 

In addition to the property tax and vehicle fee, 
the legislature also made several other tax revi- 
sions. 

Driver license fees for most individuals were 
raised by $5. However, the new law allows drivers 
to renew licenses on a five-year cycle rather than 
the current four-year cycle. 

Counties will be allowed to impose a special tax 
of one percent on prepared meals and beverages 
plus an added lodging tax of .5 percent on hotel and 
motel rooms. These special taxes were authorized 
primarily to allow the counties to develop tourist, 
recreation, cultural and convention facilities in the 
state.
